favorable for hatching, or. late. 
Last fall the. ducks. were. better 
and stronger on the wing on the 
23rd of. August.than they were 
this year on the 1st of September. 
I also think that a license of $1.00 
per gun should be collected from 
every person, except the farmer 
shooting on his own land; this 
would create a revenue sufficient 
to ensure the proper protection 
of all game birds, and not one in 
a hufdred who use a gun would 
object to paying the fee. I may 
say that I came from a part of 
Ontario where the _ feeding 
grounds of the wild duck con- 
sisted of hundreds of acres of 
wild rice, and where I have seen 
larger flocks than ever I have 
seen in the west, and where I am 
told that the shooter who now 
secures 4 or 5 ducks in a day’s 
hunting is considered success- 
ful, and why are they so. scarce? 
Simply for the want of protection 
at the proper time; the feeding 
grounds are still there, and now 
they have stringent laws of pro- 
tection, which are strictly enforc- 
ed, but alas, too late; and so I 
fear it will be in this—the natural 
hatching grounds of the ducks. 
And now, Mr. Pot Hunter, just 
a word to you in. conclusion, 
taking it for granted that you 
have joined a gun club to im- 
prove your shooting, is it not a 
fact that you can break few birds 
at first, but by constant practice 
you improve. ~So you will find it 
with wing shooting. The trouble 
with many shooters is that they 
get excited and do not use proper 
judgment as to distance,direction, 
and rapidity of flight,and having 
missed several wing shots, con- 
clude that they cannot kill any- 
thing in motion, and in order to 
make a showing they must kill 
as best they can; to such I would 
say ‘‘Persevere in wing shooting 
early in the season when the 
birds are comparatively tame 
and slow of flight, and when you 
have mastered the secret of judg- 
ing distance and knowing exact- 
ly how far to held ahead of your 
bird, you will obtain more genu- 
ine satisfaction from seeing a 
swiftly coming mallard suddenly 
stop at the crack of your 12 bore, 
curl up, and drop through the air 
with a whizz—and if you can 
only make a clean right and left 
—you will experience a feeling of 
satisfaction such as could not be 
obtained from carrying home a 
wagon load of birds killed on the 
water, to say nothing of flappers. 
Now I would not find fault with 
any one, and especially one who 
has faithfully tried and who him- 
self wauld be satisfied, later on 
in the season when the birds be- 


jcome wary and strong on the 


wing, and when they do not 
huddle together for protection as 
young ducks do, to take the ad- 
vantage of a shot on the water, 
as there would be some excuse 
for making a bag when the ducks 
are in prime condition, and when 
the weather is such that they will 
keep long enough to distribute 
them amongst friends, but even 
then most of the clean enjoyment 
of sport is lost and only the 
morbid desire to kill satisfied. 
The true sportman, and you will 
recognize him either in his home, 
on the street or in the field, is one 
whom it is a pleasure to meet,but 
the Game Hog has. my sincere 
sympathy, as he is neither a 
pleasure to himself or any one

The alpénstock ‘slipped from his 
grasp and he could hear it 
rattling against the rocks in a 
steep descent of considerable dis- 
tance. He realized then how close 
he had come to; falling over the 
cliff.

Agricultural 
College may not be established in 
connection with the provincial 


university of Strathcona after all. |- 


Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of 
agriculture, is opposed to it being 
situated.in the same town with 
the provincial university and ex- 
presses the opinion that the uni- 
versity’s senate has acted pre- 
maturely in the matter and that 
the Agricultural College should 
be located where it would be of 
most benefit to the farmers’ sons 
and consequently be more largely 
patronized and be of more value 
to the province.” 


Asked what he believed would 
be in the best interests of the far- 
mer.in the location of the Agri- 
cultural College, Hon. Mr. Fin- 
lay said: 

‘*Pergonally my views are that 
the action of the senate cf the 
university was premature, and 
was taken without due consi- 
deration. This is a subjeet that 
should be very carefully thought 
out before decided action was 
taken. 

‘“‘The people most affected are 
the farmers’ sons of this province, 
and what would be most con- 
ducive to their interests and the 
education of a class of future 
farmers in this great western 
land should be paramount in the 
minds of everyone who has to’ do 
with the question.” 

He believed the location of the 
college should be where the 
greatest benefit would result to 
the greatest possible number and 
where the interests of the agri- 
cultural community would be the 
best maintained. 

To him it appeared that best 
results would not. follow. if the 
location was in immediate proxi- 
mity to the university as the ten- 
dency would be to make the 
pupil hanker after a higher edu- 
cation and the frills that followed 
instead of encouraging a love for 
farm life and 2 desire to get back 
to it.

STORIES OF THE V.G. 
How Sergeant Mullane: Won His ‘De- 
coration In Afghanistan. 


Twenty-nine years ago occurred one 
of the most tragic: episodes in the his- 
tory ofthe British army. The Afghans 
had commenced what: they termed. a 
“Holy War,” ‘and: 20,000° of .them 
‘marched on Kandahar, then in’ pos- 
session. of. the. British. General. Bur- 
rows, who was posted in a strongly 
fortified camp about forty miles from 
“Kandshuar. decided +o try to stop their 
progress; but the odds were too great. 
He: had‘only one brigade with him— 
just -over -1,000 strong—which was 
overwhelmed... A» frightful. massacre 
ensued, and nearly the whole of the 
British force was annihilated. : 
<A’ few survivora of this terrible dis- 
aster fled towares Kandahar, amongst 
them ‘being. a numberof ‘the Royal 
Horse Artillery, but:for whose bravery 
not .a_single-man.- of. Burrows’. army 
would -haye escaped. Many were the 
zallant deeds performed by. these few 
3urvivors, but amongst them all stand 
out the > deeds of Sergeant. Patrick 
Mullane. Seeing: one ‘of the drivers 
fall from a horse sttached to the gun 
which held the Afghans in check, he 
rushed back and, springing from his 
horse, pleced the wounded driver on 
the limber, to which. he secured him. 
Then, mounting the horse of the team, 
and with the wild Afghans upon him, 
he steadily drove off. By his daring 
and ‘pluck he not. only saved the 
driver’s life but those of all under 
his command. 

Nor was this the only brave feat 
which fergeant Mullane performed 
‘lurirg that terrible retreat to Kan- 
dahar, Many of the» wounded died 
for the want of a: little. water to 
moisten their parched throats, while 
strong men fell down exhausted. The 
inhabitants of the ,villages through 
which they. passed came out in force, 
and cut off any stragglers tempted to 
leave the ranks to quench their thirst. 
Nevertheless, Sergeant’ Mullane dar- 
ingly entered one of the villages, the 
inhabitants of which were bitterly 
hostile, and managed to secure a 
plentiful supply. For these acts he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross. 

Gunner James Colliss, also of the 
Royal Horse Artillery, and belonging 
to Sergeant Mullane’s party, was 
awarded the V.C. for his pluck on 
that tragic dny. He was as full of 
humor as if on the barrack-field at 
Woolwich, cheering the wounded, 
procuring them water when pructic- 
able, and binding their wounds. There 
was still something greater to be done. 
A defile was reached in the wretched 
road and all became blocked. The 
Afghans were upon them. The gun 
vit: the wounded was in the rear 
The enetny closed and opened fire. 
point-blank, on the maimed men. 
Colliss, in order to draw the fire off 
the wounded, dashed obliquely  to- 
wards the Afghans, cerbine in hand: 
They immediately directed their fire 
upon him, and he replied. Not a 
bullet touched, though hundreds were 
‘fired at him. The gun moved on and 
the wounded were saved. *

Whipping ‘M.~P."'s. 


The urgency of a summons to West- 
minster issued by the Government 
Whip is:indicuted by the number of 
lines which underscore the opening 
word, Important. A one-line-Govern- 
ment whip means, “You ought to 
come”; a two-line whip, “You should 
come’; a threé-line whip, ‘“You must 
come”; and a four-line whip, “Come, 
or there will be a smash-up of the 
Government, and a General Election.” 

Briefly put, the duty of the Chief 
Whip of the Government is to see that 
his party has always sufficient mem- 
bers in the House not to lose a_divi- 
sion; the duty of the Opposition Whip 
to try to snatch a victory. The Chief 
Government Whip fills an office in 
the Administration styled ‘‘Patronage 
Secretary to the Treasvry,” in which 
there are no duties to be discharged, 
but to which the substantial salary 
of $10,000 per annum is attached. Op- 
position Whips receive no financial re- 
compense from the st:te. 


No Fear of Annexation. 

Earl Grey, speaking in London at 
the Dominion Day banquet, said: 
“There are some who fear that the 
large American immigrition may 
stimulate a desire by some people in 
Canada to be incorporated with the 
United States. We are told by the 
newspapers that  80,C00 Americans, 
with 80,000,000 dollars of capitul, have 
come to enrich the Dominion of Can- 
ada. We are glad to recvive them all. 
Next year there will probably be a 
still greater number, and if this year’s 
harvest proves as fertile as those that 
have preceded it, we will be able to 
welcome many more.”
